Approaching Victoria upon a clear 
morning the sight is grand ; the inoun- 
tanious scenery and the cloutl-capped 
hills, covered with snow glistcjiiing 
in tho rising sun, as well as the pic- 
turesque views of the indented shore, 
all rivet attention. But more charm- 
ing than all is the appearance of Vic- 
toria, that seems to increase in interest 
the nearer one comes to it.

London, Aug. 15. — Parliuinent was 
prorogued to-day. Tlic Speech from 
the Throne was delivered by special 
commission. The Queen, after an- 
nouncing that relations of the Government 
with other powers continue cordial, re- 
fers to tho faitliful oxociition of tho prin- 
cipal clauses of the Treaty of Berlin and 
the near realization of the remainder. On 
tho subject of reforms in Turkey the 
Queen speaks of tho calamities of the war, 
explaining the delay, but declares hor 
purpose to insist upon tl;c Porto's com- 
plying with its engagements. Tho Queen 
calls attention to the cb.iiigc for tlie bet- 
ter that has already taken place in Egypt. 
In alluding to the successful termination 
of tho contest in Afghanistan Her Majes- 
ty takes notice of the gallantry displayed 
by British Commanders and the courage 
and endurance of troops. Tho Zulu war 
next engages tho attention of the Queen 
and, while expressing pleasure at icont 
important successes of the Britisl; .^jins in 
that quarter, Her Majesty confesses lier 
sorrow at the sacrifice of preciou.s lives 
occasioned by the war. .\n early peace 
on an enduring l)a.si.s ia ]iromi.sed as the 
result of events in S.nitli .-Vfrica. The 
Queen expreri.so.s her thanks to tho floiiBO 
of Coinuioii.4, as i.s cu.stuniai-y , fur fiirni.sh- 
ing supplies. Her Majesty refers in com- 
mendatory terms to various measures, in- 
cluding tho Array Discipline Bill, Acts 
for tho appointment of public prosecutors, 
.•unending law relating to summary juris- 
diction of magistrates, and iilteratiun of 
laws relatinj,- to liaiiking and joint .stock 
companies. The Siicech cunclude.-i a.-i fol- 
lows: I have much pleasure in conii)lying 
with your request to appoint a commission 
to enquire into the causes of depression 
in trade. I observe with satisfaction that 
you have agreed to a measure relative to 
education in Ireland which allbrds a.verj' 
desirable addition to the Education ."^ct.

I think there is nothing that helps a 
young man or woman in life so much 
as strict and rigid self-control, economy 
and solf-dcnial. It is the cuHtora to 
say that youth is tlie tiniu for enjoy- 
luenl, and .so it is; but nature and 
youth have provided that enjoyment 
for themselves. When people are 
young mere existence is a pleasure. 
The earth and the air and tho skies 
seem to open to them a paradise; but 
wheiv they get older these delights 
gradually fade away from tliem and 
tbey need the more adventitious and 
e.x[)eusive pleasures. What I, there 
fore, would strongly advise everyone of 
you is to consider that when you go

your duty, you may rely upon it you 
are in a fair way to make yourselves 
independent and to lead a happy life."

London, Aug. 14. — Tho House of 
^ Lords has adopted the Comniona' 
I ameiidment to the Irish University 
' Bill making provisions for fellowships, 
j scholarships and other ordinary endow- 
ments similar to those of London 
I University. The House of Commons 
! finally passed tho bill enabling banks 
! of unlimited liability to become banks 
of limited liability and authorizing 
such banks to increase the nominal 
value of their shares. 

A conference of delegates represent- 
ing 200,000 miners was held in Man- 
chester yesterday. McDonald, presi- 
dent of tho conference, pointed out 
that there was some opening for miners 
in the United Si:ates as during the re- 
cent depression in mining industry in 
Pennsylvania and elsewhere numbers 
of men sought other employment. A 
resolution was unanimously passed in 
favor of emigration to the United 
States. 

GREECE. 

London, Aug. 14. — Advices from 
Tanina state that slight encounters 
have already taken place near the 
Greek frontier. The tone of the news- 
papers in Athens is becoming warlike. 

AUSTRIA. 

Serajevo, Aug. 14. — A mob on 
Tuesday attempted to plunder a mil- 
itary store and collected threateningly 
before the barracks. During a fire 
many cartridges exploded in burning 
houses. The report that the fire is not 
yet extinguished refers to smouldering 
ruins. 

AFRICA. 
Fort Dcrnkord, July 22. — King 
Cetewayo made another effort to-day 
to ascertain whether bis liberty would 
be granted him if he submitted. He 
said that he bad been completely de- 
serted by his warriors. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Aug. 14. — Several fires, 
some incendiary, ai-e reported in the 
provinces. In one case thirty houses 

were destroyed and 34 persons perish- 
ed. 

The Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Afl'airs has requested an explanation 
from the Mexican Government respect- 
ing the recent assassination of Spanish 
subjects in Mexico. It is stated that 
the Spaniards demand the payment 
of an indemnity to the families 
of the deceased and the puuLshmcnt of 
the assassins. 

ITALY. 

Rome, Aug. 14.— The health of tho 

Pope has visibly declined. His physi- 
cians insist on an immediate change of 
air, but the Pope refuses to change his 
residence. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
New York, Aug. 14. — ^The Star and 
Herald of Panama says Chili loses over 
one million dollars by rscent raids of 
tho Peruvian warship Huascar. Itala- 
ina has been evacuated by tho Chilians 
and all their forces aro concentrated at 
Antofagasta preparatory, it is said, to 
a descent upon the Peruvian coast. 
Business in Peru and on the whole 
coast is utterly demoralized.

Halifax, Aug. 14. — David Gates, 
of Margaretsville, killed his wife and 
then drowned himself.

Tho nearest relatives of the Coun- 
tess returned to Chewton Pnory after 
the funeral, ato luncheon and listened 
to tho reading of her will. With the 
exception of a few legacies, she left her 
property to Lord Carlingford for life, 
and afterward to Earl Waldegrave and 
his heirs. She had often said that she 
intended to return her wealth to the 
Waldegrave-s, from whom it came.

1. That such part of tnu City bouiitletl 
on tho North by Johnson street, on tho 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad street and on tho Went by the 
Watur Frontage be lioreby deehtred witli- 
iii tho Firo Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
The centre of .Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Hn.ad shall be limits re- 
ferred to itbove. 

'2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall liave their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone cr other iricombustible material and 
such out.sido Walls shall extend four foot 
above Wall I'ltito of Itoof , and party Walla 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plate of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walla Bhall 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work tlioroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of the interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must bo 
covered with such material as vill afford 
protection against Fire. In the case of 
Gables tho "Walls are to be carried up to 
tho full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tlie tt-nn building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Slicds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

;!. All Repairs to Building constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 

inaterial.-i, .shall bo made to conform to 
thi.s Ordinance. 

'I Tht^ NYooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without tho written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the A ictoria Fire 
Dep;utment, approved by a niivjortty of 
the f'iro Wardens, whicli porniit shall 
specify fully tho alterations orohnnges re- 
quirotJ, and no .such porniit shall be given 
if any incroasu will be made by tho pro- 
posed change or altonitiiin in the size of 
any Wooden Building wilhin the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plication.s therefor and a copy of each of 
.such periiiit.s shall be kept on file in the 
ollice of tho City Clerk.

7. Une Storij J3iii7(iijK/s— Foundations 
to bo not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the mo may 
bo, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tiro Story Buildings— 
Foundations to bo not loss th.an twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
tho case may be.
